HOW TO SERVE APPLES, 


Fonr Nice W»y» In Which Thej C»n Be 


Prepared for the Table. 
; 


The .French cook who professed to 


cook apples in 400 different ways was 
not necessarily exaggerating. 
Here 


are some of the nice things which can 
be made: 


Buttered Apples.—Pare and core six 


nice apples and place them whole in a 
saucepan -with a piece of butter the 
size of an egg; put a teaspoonf ul of su- 
gar in each ol the holes where the 
cores were and stick a clove in each ap- 
ple; etew very gently, covering the 
saucepan that they may cook tender by 
the steam; turn them occasionally, 
and when very tender lay them on a 
glass dish containing half-inch layer 
of apple marmalade; put a cube of red 
currant jelly on the top of each, dust 
with sugar and cinnamon and serve 
very cold. 
Compote.—This is much superior to 


apple sauce. Put one-half pound of su- 
gar and a pint of water in a granite 
preserving pan, add the thin yellow 
rind and juice of two lemons; boil un- 
til the scum rises, remove it and add 
six apples, pared, cored and quartered. 
Simmer until the apples are clear with- 
out breaking them if possible. It will 
take about 30 minutes. 


Frosted Apples.—Simmer a dozen ap- 


ples with their skins on in the water 
containing a small piece of alum. Put 
them over in cold water and when the 
skins will pull off with the fingers re- 
move them and di]>-the apples in melt- 
ed butter; sprinkle thickly with coarse 
granulated sugar and bake in a slow 
oven. 
If carefully done they will 


sparkle as if frosted. Pile in a pyramid 
and pass whipped cream with them. 


Miroton of Apples,—Stew hal f a dozen 


pared, cored and sliced apples with a 
very little water, 'two tablespoonfuls 
of EU.'r.ir and some powdered cinnamon. 
Whe:i reduced to a pulp spread this 
smoothly in a dish. 
3Soil eight lumps 


of cut sugar with a tea cupful of water 
and the thinly-grated 
rinil of two 


lemons for a few minutes: m!d butter 
the size of an egg, a spoonf r.l of flour, 
the yolks of two eggs and the white of 
one; mix all these well over the fire 
and spread over the apples. Whip ti.a 
two remaining whites to a stiff froth 
an-.! when 1'ie custard is cold pile the 
whippt-J w'li'es upon it; sift sugar on 
the top and :.et in the oven a moment 
for the ap; Ijs to brown.—American 
Agriculturist.

SPIRITS 


Of Dead Men and Women Walked 


on Tenth Street Last Nialit. 


A Times Reporter Joins tlie Circle at a 


Spiritualistic Seance. 


Some of Ihe Wonderful Things Seen and 


Hoard There-A Uludo lleportov Con- 


vlncert—'Uow 11 
Mwi-lor Between 


Earth and Sjilrlt Lund Is Broken 


Down. 


Several days ago there appeared in 


the local press notices to the effect that 
Mrs. Mary Garrott, a noted medium and 
spiritualist in general, who had recent- 
ly been creating such a furore in Gin- 
cinual-i by her seances, was to be in 
this city the first of the present week, 
and could be seen at the residence of 
James Ellison, 154 East Tenth street. 
When the notice was handed to me at 
the TfMKS office, I asked the bearer to 
notify me when the medium arrived as 
I would like to have a few minutes 
conversation with her. This Mr. Elli- 
son agreed to do and yesterday that 
promise was fulfilled, for when I came 
in the office at noon I found a note on 
ray desk statins: that Mrs. Garrett was 
in the city and would be pleased to 
meet me at any time. 


Now of all persons on earth who are 


skeptical on all subjects, spiritual and 
material, and who have no faith or be- 
lief in anything they cannot see or 
which cannot be explained to them, 
the reporter stands at the head. And 
with good reasons too, for I venture to 
assert that in no other profession has 
ODO a chance to get so good an insight 
into the roal motives which actuate 
men,or does one come in closer contact 
with more of that side of life usually 
concealed from public gaze than in 
the newspaper business. 


It is to bo regretted, but nevertheless 


'tis true, that I who write this, am no 
exception to the rule, and of all things 1 
class as unworthy of belief, 1 have- al- 
ways placed spiritualism aud spiritual- 
ists at the head. Hence it can be read- 
ily understood why I, lust evening, 
eagerly embraced an opportunity to 
call on this spiritualistic lady. I went 


, there convinced that there was nothing 


in spiritualism and determined to dis- 
cover some false note by which I could 
expose the "fraud," if fraud it be, aud 
hold it up to ridicule. Accompanied by 
our circulation manager, John Schmitt, 
I called at the Ellison home about S 
o'clock last evening. 


We were shown into a room in which 


the medium sat, surrounded by perhaps 
a dozen women and two men. Mrs. 
Garrett is by no means a woman of 
prepossessing appearance, nor is she 
the sort-of woman one would imagine a 
celebrated medium to be. She is a 
middle aged woman, about 50 years of 
age, rather ilesby, in fact a large 
woman physically. She has a good 
humored face, sot off, however, by a 
pair of keen, snappy eyes, that seem to 
look through a persou. She has a 
rather peculiar, I might say strident 
voice, and speaks with an uir of author- 
ity, as one who must be obeyed. 


It was evident from the first the 


medium and her friends considered the 
reporters fair game and wo were made 
the object of much ridicule, 
while. 


many blood curdhng stories of "spirit" 
doings wore related in our hearing. 
For instance I was told that a Blade 
reporter, a long lean, lank fellow, who 
like spare Cassius "seldom 
smiled" 


and who wore glass-eshtul called a few 
hours before. He had come doubting, 
but the "spirits" had given him some 
information that caused his hair to 
stand "straight up," while other things 
he had seen had been so wonderful, 
that according to the medium aud her 
friends, the barrier of unbelief which 
had shut out the light from his life had 
been broken down and he had humbly 
confessed that there was "something 
in it after all." 


About half past eight the circle was 


formed in the Ellison parlor there 
being 
besides 
Schmitt 
and my- 


self, Mr, Ellison, one other 
man, 


nud 
quite 
a 
number of 
ladies. 


I was then handed a small trumpet, 
which I examined with care, and about 
which there was nothing wonderful. 
After the medium had kissed it, the 
trumpet was placed in the center of the 
room, about three feet from the me- 
dium. A small music box was then 
started up, the company began to 
sing 
"Nearer 
My God to Thee," 


and then the light was turned out, 
When the music had ceased a child- 
ish voice was heard, in the trumpet, 
which 
proclaimed 
itself 
to 
be 


that 
of 
Dolly 
Garrett, 
who 
the 


medium said was her daughter who 
was burned to death many years ago. 


After some minutes' conversation 


with her mother, Dolly transferred her 
attentions to me. "Do you know, Jim?" 


she -said. 
Thinking of my friends, 


Messrs, ]?atterscm and Newman, I con- 
fessed to knowing "Jinx" 


"You'd like to know Jim's secrets, 


wouldn't you?" said Dolly, and again I 
confessed that such was the case. 


"Tell Jim I want to see him." was 


the next remark. Then the "spirit", 
to the great and evident delight of ray 
friends in the circle, became decidedly 
personal. "I'd like to see you alone," 
she saiU. '•. " You are young but you are 
old. 'Do you know a married lady?" 
At this, a great big shudder of surprise 
ran through the circle, and the la'dies 
on either side of me moved just a little 
further away. Not seeing any partic- 
ular harm in knowing a "married lady" 
I inquired who was meant and what 
was meant and asked the "spirit" to 
"speak right out in meetin' ". She re- 
fused to do so, but ask me to think 
of her and she would tell me whether 
it was the person she meant. I thought 
of an old school day friend now living 
in Chicago who was rr.arried last June, 
and the medium answered "yes." 


The voice speaking the above was 


that of a lisping child, apparently 
about seven or eight years old. It 
apparently came from the trumpet. I 
inquired of the medium how old the 
child would have been had she lived. 
The spirit of Dolly answered me : "As 
old as you are." 


Thinking to catch her, I asked, "How 


old may that be?" 
"Twenty-seven" 


was the answer. 


Now as I never confessed to more 


than 22, I exclaimed triumphantly, 
"Oh, .you're off there!" The "spirit" 
appeared to be much hurt at the rather 
rouffh way in which I used the King's 
English, and inquired of Mrs. Garrett 
what I meant by saying she "was off." 
Then I was reprimanded for using 
slang and insulting the "spirit." 


Finally before, parting the "spirit" 


Dolly informed me she would be with 
me always, and when I was going into 
bad company or was going to write 
something that was false she would 
manifest her disapproval by causin g- 
me to smell burning rags. This was 
explained by the statement that the 
child was bnrned to death. 


A rough masculine 
voice spoke 


next, 
who 
announced himself 
as 


"Alonxo Churchill Garret," and who 
was recognized 
as the medium's 


husband. The "spirit" of Alonzo said 
"How de do" to everybody in the room 
and gave each H few words of advice, 
especially a young girl on my right, 
who lives on Front street. This young 
lady it was said had trouble with her 
mother and requested to "make-up," 
The "spirit" of a dead brother also ap- 
peared to this girl inid gave her the 
same advice. The spell was broken by 
the girl breaking out into a fit of hys- 
tciical sobbing, but she soon controll- 
ed herself aud then talked to the 
"spirit'' of her a\'nt, whom she had 
never seen, who advised her to be on 
good terms with her mether. The girl 
comes from a family of spiritualists, it 
is said, and her mother had paid the 
medium a visit in the afternoon. 


The "spirit" of Dan Schmitt next 


had a talk with John Schmitt and in- 
quired after "Brother Fred," and said 
"God bless you, John," then departed. 


The "spirit" of a woman came next, 


whose uamn is suppressed for obvious 
reasons. Her little boy she said had 
been cruelly trealed,after she had beeu 
taken from earth and died as the re- 
sult of neglect. She was afraid of her 
little, daughter suffering the same fate 
and would soon have her with her. 
Then she would be happy. 


The medium was then seized with a 


spell of some kind and said she was 
going through the :igony immediately 
proceeding the death of a man cut to 
pieces in a railroad accident* She ap- 
parently 
suffered 
acute 
paiu and 


writhed and groaned in apparent ter- 
rible agony. This "spirit" was recog- 
nix.ed by one of the women us the fire- 
man" who was killed at t.he time Bill 
Glasgow's engine crashed into a wild 
engine on the C. P. & V. 


The spirit of James Curtis Coe talked 


awhile asking for his sister, 


Suddenly the medium declared she 


saw a bright light over Jim Ellison's 
head, and one or t;vo others said the 
same thing. I looked aud strained my 
eyes, but could see nothing. I had 
some matches in my pocket and rubbed 
some phosphorus on my hau.ls. caus- 
ing a bluish light in my neighborhood 
just for a test. Sure enough some of 
the circle shouted out that I was sur- 
rounded by a light, and horror reigned. 
But the medium was bright and sharp, 
aud her sensitive nostrils caught the 
smell of phosphorus and I was re- 
quested to cease my tricks. "Spirits" 
then came to nearly everyone in the 
room, but studiously avoided me. Sev- 
eral times the medium declared they 
were coming my way, but they never 
talked. After perhaps an hour's wait I 
grew impatient, and wanted to talk to 
some "spirits." The medium declared 
there was a barrier between me and 


"spirit" land. To break this she came 
and stood before me, taking each of my 
hands in hers, holding them in a firm 
grasp. 
The circle than sang "Wait 


Till the Clouds Koll By," and while 
they were singing the woman began to 
jerk and pull, wooling me about the 
rcotn in great shape. It seemed as if 
she were possessed of superhuman 
strength or was attached to an electric 
battery. I resisted with all my might, 
but 1 was pulled hither and thither. 
Suddenly she exclaimed, "I see an old 
gray headed man with gray whiskers, 
I think he is your grandfather, and he 
calls you Harry. He wants to get you 
by the hair and pull you to him." At 
this I was'fearful, I felt some alarm. 
No man, however brave, wants a 
"spirit" to be pulling his hair, espe- 
cially after he has been having a wres- 
tle with 
"spirits." 
However, 
the 


medium controlled the desire of my 
grandfather to pull my hair, and I 
breathed easier. I never saw either of 
my grandparents and so cannot say 
whether the description answered or 
not. 


This exhibition drew forth many ex- 


pressions of wonderment on the part of 
the circle. After the "spirits" of Eli- 
zabeth and Sophia and one or two 
others had attempted to make their ap- 
pearance and failed to find any one 
who recognized them, -the medium's 
daughter, Dolly, came again. Then 
happened what to me was the most re- 
markable 
-ccurrence of the evening. 


The "spirit/1 voice requested that the 
music box be started jindsaid she would 
hand me the trumpet. The box was' 
started. At my request the woman 
next the medium held her hand to pre- 
vent her from moving. Then I held out 
my hand. Soon the tin trumpet appar- 
ently came floating through the air and 
was deposited gently in my hand. The 
moment I felt the trumpet in my right 
hand I grabbed out in the darkness 
with my left hand and caughl^-nothing. 
I could almost swear no other person's 
hand was on the trumpet when it 
touched my hand. 


The lights were then turned up and 


we were given an exhibition of table 
lifting My friend Schmitt at first held 
the medium's hand. When the medium 
ordered him to rise up be did so, as a 
matter of courtesy.

out by the the medium as an exhibi-

This evidently angered 
the medium, for she exclaimed she 
would convince me or die in the at- 
tempt,' At her request I held her hand 
aud then I tried to lift the table. My 
side went up, while hers remained 
down. She then declared she would 
convince me if she had to drag me all 
about the room. 1 objected to this 
violent method of "convincing" arjd 
then the seance was trough', to a close. 
I do not pretend to say that the above 
was true. In fact 1 think that every- 
thing that happened in that room is 
capable of explanation. But I do not 
pretend to explain or try to explain. I 
simply give what happened and as it 
happened, not caring whether spirits 
of dead men and women walked in the 
land or not. If the medium is a fraud, 
she is a {rood one.
